ATTACHMENT TO EXHIBIT "C" OF THE OFFER TO PURCHASE 


is As the result of several years of vacancy and 
neglect, the Winter Street General Electric facility (the 
"Facility") has seriously deteriorated. If appropriate 
action is not immediately taken to reverse the process of 
deterioration, the Facility and surrounding neighborhood 
will suffer irreversible damage. 


2s I intend to make substantial improvements to. the 
Facility. The entire roof of the building and the 
substructure below the roof will be replaced. The entire 
building will be sided with steel siding. All broken 
windows will be replaced and the boundary fence will be 
repaired. Security lights will be installed around the 
parking lot and the interior of the building will be 
thoroughly cleaned. Improvements estimated at $125,000. 


3: I have obtained commitments from a local lending 
institution to finance the purchase of the Facility and a 
majority of the planned improvements. I will finance the 
remaining improvements to the extent that they are not 
performed by the employees of Midwest Pipe and Steel, Inc. 
("Midwest"). é 

4. I am the owner of Midwest, a steel trading 
business located directly across the street from the 
Facility. Midwest has been operating at its present 
location for approximately eight (8) years. Substantial 
funds have been spent in the development of Midwest's 
physical plant which includes offices, warehouse and storage 
yard. Midwest currently employs fifteen (15) employees. 


During the years ‘Midwest has been located at the Winter 
Street site, I have acquired several other properties in the 
immediate area, several of which I lease to other 
businesses. As a result of my substantial investment in the 
neighborhood, I have a vested interest in having the 


"Facility maintained in a manner which will stabilize and 
«enhance the neighborhood. 


I intend to use approximately twenty-five percent (25%) 
of the Facility as additional space for the operation of 
Midwest's business. The remaining seventy-five percent 
(75%) will be leased to other businesses for storage and 
light manufacturing purposes. My intent is to provide large 
areas of space at favorable rental rates for businesses 
whose needs can be met by the Facility. The use of the 
Facility by these businesses will provide economic 
stimulation for the neighborhood, the result of which may be 
to encourage other business to locate or remain in the area. 


5. It is anticipated that within two years the facility 
will generate fifty (50) additional jobs.
